Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District  of  Bridgend.  This 
report  is  presented  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  170/47. 

The  statistics  published  for  the  year  under  review  do  not 
show  any  marked  change  from  previous  years,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  that  this  district  was  free  from  any  serious  outbreak 
of  infectious  fever  during  1948. 

The  .services  of  the  Department  were  maintained  on  a very 
satisfactory  level,  and  particular  attention  was  paid  to  housing 
problems  and  to  the  food  supplies  of  the  district. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  on  5th  July,  1948,  produced  many  changes  within  the  De- 
partment. The  most  important  was  the  transfer  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  to  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council.  This  transfer  was  carried  out  without  in  any  way 
disturbing  the  excellent  service  which  you,  as  a Council,  had 
built  up  over  a number  of  years. 

I am  asked  by  Dr.  Kathleen  Davies,  the  Acting  ^ledical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  to  express 
to  the  Council  her  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  by  the 
members  in  matters  affecting  public  health,  and  to  thank  the 
Staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

Tliis  scale  operated  only  in  the  case  of  a family  consisting 
of  a husband,  wife,  and  up  to  three  children.  Where  the  family 
was  larger,  special  consideration  was  given. 

Up  until  5th  July,  1948,  70  expectant  mothers  from  your 
district,  under  the  above-mentioned  arrangements,  were  sent 
into  the  IMaternity  Home,  and  all  were  confined  there  at  a cost 
of  £'256  T2s.  Od.,  of  which  i'242  11s.  6d.  was  recoverable  from 

^itients. 

9 Arrangements  were  made  for  Profe.ssor  G.  I.  Strachan 
to  act  as  Consultant  in  cases  of  complication  of  pregnancy, 
labour  and  puerperium,  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £6/6/0  per 
ca.se,  and  where  an  operation  was  performed  £12/12/0  per  case, 
for  the  ante-natal  work  £6/6/0  per  case,  and  £10/10/0  for  a 
series  of  cases  at  one  clinic. 

The  above  arrangements  terminated  with  the  coming  into 
ojieration  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

(ii)  INSTiTUTIONAIv  PROVISION  POR  MOTPIERS 
OR  CHILDREN. 

There  is  no  institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 

Illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  can  be  re- 
moved to  the  Cottage  Homes,  Bridgend,  where  there  arc  177 
beds  for  children. 

(iii)  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

In  all  cases  where  the  birth  was  notified,  and  as  soon  as 
fourteen  da>'S  had  elapsed,  each  child  was  visited  by  a Health 
Visitor. 

After  this,  a visit  was  paid  every  four  weeks  for  the  first 
three  months.  From  the  fourth  month  onward  until  the  child 
reached  the  age  of  five  years,  a visit  was  paid  every  three  months. 
This  applied,  of  course,  to  children  doing  satisfactorily.  In 
those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic  or  the  Health 
Visitor  was  not  satisfied  that  progress  was  being  maintained, 
many  more  visits  were  paid. 

Two  Health  Visitors  were  employed  to  carry  out  this  work. 
After  5th  July,  1948,  the  supervision  of  all  duties  relating  to 
Health  Visitors  was  transferred  to  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council. 

(iv)  INPANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

(Under  Part  I.  of  the  Children’s  Act,  1908,  as  Amended  by  the 
Children  and  Young  Persons’  Act,  1932),  and 

ADOFPION  OF  CHILDREN  (REGULATION)  ACT,  1939. 

During  the  year  these  functions  became  the  resitonsibility 
of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 


(v)  DKNTAL  '1‘R'EATMI<;NT. 


Up  until  nth  July,  J<)4H,  by  arraiigeinent  with  the  Glamor 
gmi  h,ducatiou  Committee,  fourteen  cases  received  Dental 
I reatiuent  of  these  cases  twelve  were  children  under  five  years 
o age,  and  two  were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers.  Three 
mothers  were  supplied  with  Dentures

(vi)  OPHTHAbMIC  TREATMENT. 

Four  children  had  their  eyes  tested  at  a cost  of  8/-  which 
was  paid  by  the  jiarents.  Following  examination  it  was  found 
nece.ssary  for  spectacles  to  be  provided  for  these  children  This 
was  done,  the  parents  paying  13/-  each,  the  cost  of  the 
.spectacles. 

The  above  arrangements  terminated  with  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 


(vii;  ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Arrangement.s  v\  ere  made  for  all  orthopaedic  treatment  to 
be  undertaken  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Ho.spital,  Cardiff. 

The  terms  upon  which  treatment  was  undertaken  by  this 
Hospital  were  as  follows: — Registration  fee  5/-;  plasters,  if 
necessary , 2/-  to  15/-  each;  X-ray,  10/6.  Indoor  patients, 
£4/18/0  per  week.  Instruments,  25/-  each.  The  charge 
varied  according  to  each  case,  but  as  a rule,  for  those  cases 
which  become  indoor  patients,  the  charge  was  about  £10  per 
ca.se.  lyleven  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment. 

The  above  arrangements  terminated  with  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 


(viii)  TONSlLIvECTOMY. 

The  ^ Council  made  arrangements  with  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  for  operative  treatment  of  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  to  be  carried  out,  when  required,  in  respect  of  children 
of  [ire-school  age,  at  the  Mid-Glamorgan  County  Hospital,  at  a 
fee  of  £1/1/0  [ilus  a daily  maintenance  rate  of  6/-,  if  the  child 
was  required  to  remain  in  ho.spital  beyond  tlie  first  twenty-four 
hours. 
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Treatment  was  provided  free  of  charge  where  the  wages  of 
the  parent  were  less  than  ])er  week,  and  in  all  other  cases  the 
applications  were  considered  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  on  their  merit. 

Up  until  the  oth  July,  1948,  two  children  received  operative 
treatment. 

^ The  above  arrangements  terminated  with  tlie  coming  into 
Wperation  of  the  National  Health  {service  Act. 

(ix)  SERVICES  OE  A PAEDIATRICIAN. 

Tlie  services  of  a Paediatrician  were  available,  and  consul- 
tations were  arranged,  when  required,  with  Dr.  A.  G.  Watkins 
at  Cardiff. 

Two  cases  were  referred  to  Dr.  Watkins  during  the  period 
ended  5th  July,  1948. 

The  above  arrangements  terminated  with  tlie  coming  into 
ojieration  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 


SECTION  C. 


1.— SANITARY  CTRCUM, STANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  whole  of  the  Water  Supply  of  the  town  is  supplied 
by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  There  are  two 
supplies : — 

(1)  Schwyll.  This  supply  is  plentiful,  and  there  is  no 
clanger  of  a shortage.  The  only  objection  to  this  supply  is  its 
hardness.  The  water  is  treated  by  Chlorination. 

(2)  Dimbath.  Ihis  water  comes  from  the  upland 
gathering  ground  near  Blackmill,  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Urban  District  Council’s  Area.  This  water  is  filtered,  and 
has  the  advantage  of  being  a soft  water.  Nearly  400  000 
gallons  of  water  pass  through  these  filters  daily. 

c close  co-operation  between  the  Manager 

of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  mvself,  and  I have 
had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  in  regard  to  all 
matters  pertaining"  to  the  Board’s  supply. 
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No  extensions  of  mains  were  carried  out  during  1948. 

93  samples  of  water  were  taken  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board,  and  analysed  during  1948,  and  were  found  to  be 
uniformly  satisfactory.

(ii)  DR.A.IN.A.GE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  town  is  sewered  by  means  of  an  18"  pipe,  which  con- 
veys the  sewage  to  the  mouth  of  the  River  Ogmore. 

This  sewer  also  receives  from  certain  parts  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council’s  area.  At  present  there  are  16  houses 
that  are  not  connected  to  the  .sewer;  10  of  these  have  cesspools, 
4 have  pail  closets,  one  has  a privy,  and  one  a small  septic  tank 
system. 

During  the  year  no  disposal  works  of  any  kind  were  carried 
out,  but  a few  sewer  connections  were  made. 

2.— RIWERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Ogmore,  together  with  its  three  large  tribu- 
taries, which  join  it  some  miles  north  of  Bridgend,  is  a rapid 
flowing  stream,  which  rises  in  the  Coalfield.  It  flows  from 
north  to  south,  and  its  tributaries  become  polluted  by  the 
various  colliery  washeries.  The  stream  is  also  polluted  by 
.sewage  and  sewage  effluent.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  wdrk  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under 
the  direction  of  the  Surveyor. 


Refuse  and  street  sweepings  are  collected  daily  in  the  town 
area  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district.  Three 
refuse  vehicles  are  in  use,  two  of  which  are  covered. 


Cesspools,  The  cleansing  of  the  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  staff  at  the  request  of  the  tenants  of  the 
houses  to  which  the  cesspools  belong. 


When  the  cesspools  are  within  a reasonable  distance  of  a 
sewer,  the  contents  arc  conveyed  in  a covered  cesspool  vehicle, 
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and  cli.S'ch'arg’ed  inito  a sewer  nianliole.  In  atiher  cases  the 
contents  are  discharged  on  the  land  with  the  owner’s 
permission.

A Public  Open-air  Swimming  Bath  was  opened  in  May, 
1938.  The  cost  was  £6,600.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is 
186,000  gallons.  A filtration  plant  is  installed,  and  has  a six- 
hour  turn  over.  The  water  is  first  filtered,  then  chlorinated, 
then  aerated,  and  returned  to  the  bath.  The  water  is  regular- 
ly examined,  and  samples  taken  very  frequently. 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  in  the  district.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  farms  and  dairies  are  regularly  inspected,  and  samples 
of  milk  are  frequently  taken  and  sent  to  the  Cardiff  and  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  for  bacterial  content.  Eighty-two 
samples  of  milk  were  taken;  of  these  samples  74  were  for  graded 
milk,  of  which  6 were  unsatisfactory,  and  8 for  ungraded  milk, 
two  of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  Twelve  samples  of  milk 
were  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli.  No  Tubercle  Bacilli  were 
found  in  any  of  these  samples.

(b)  Ice  Cream. 

ihe  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  which  came 
into  force  on  tlie  1st  May,  1947,  prescribe  the  methods  bv 
which  ice-cream  should  be  manufactured.  Six  premises  in  the 
town  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream, and  fifteen  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream. 

Twenty-two  samples  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  of 
the.se  thirteen  were  satisfactory  and  nine  unsati.sfactory. 

(c)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Ihe  Slaughter-house  is  regularly  visiled  several  times  each 
week,  and  no  carca.se  leaves  the  Slaughter-house  before 
inspection. 

Shojis,  Stalls,  Markets,  Bakehouses,  Ice-cream  Shops, 
P'ried-lish  Shops,  are  regularly  inspected.

SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria.  Two  cases  were  notified  and  removed  to 
Hospital:  both  ca.ses  were  adults,  aged  18  and  27  years  respec- 
tively. During  the  period  up  to  the  5th  July,  1948,  eighty-six 
children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria;  seventy  of  these 
were  under  five  years  of  age  and  .sixteen  over  five  years  of  age. 
In  addition,  fifty  children  were  given  a re-inforcing  injection. 

Measles.  Four  cases  were  notified,  two  of  whom  were  re- 
moved to  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  measles. 

Scarlet  Fever,  Fifty-two  ca.ses  were  notified,  thirty-eight 
of  whom  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
this  di.sease. 
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Whooping  Cough,  Two  cases  were  notified  and  removed 
to  Hospital.  One  of  these  cases  died. 

Cerehro-Spinal  Fever.  One  case  was  notified  and  removed 
to  Hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


Typhoid  Fever.  Three  cases  were  notified  and  all  removed 
to  Ho.spital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  di.sease. 

Poliomyelitis.  One  ca.se  was  notified  and  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Ho.sjntal.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Legislation  In  Force. 

(1)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933.

Location. 

The  present  slaughterhouse,  which  was  erected  in  1838, 
is  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Ogmore,  behind  Queen 
Street. 

The  approach  is  narrow,  badly  surfaced,  and  most  un- 
suitable for  the  unloading  of  livestock  from  heavy  wagons, 
etc. 


The  building  itself  is  of  stone,  consisting  of  Lairage 
Stalls,  and  Slaughter  Hall  on  the  left  of  the  entrance  door, 
and  Pig  Slaughter  Hall,  Manure  Storage  room,  and  Lairage 
on  the  right.  An  open  yard  area  separates  these  two  groups 
of  buildings. 

The  paving  of  the  yard  area,  lairage  and  slaughter  halls 
is  far  from  being  satisfactory,  the  flag  stones  become 
cracked  and  are  extremely  difficult  to  cleanse  thoroughly. 

The  rendering  of  the  walls  is  also  unsatisfactory. 

The  chief  structural  defects  are : — 

(1)  Lairage  stalls  under  same  roof  as  main  slaughter- 
hall,  with  direct  access. 

(2)  Dressed  carcases  are  being  hung  at  the  top  end  of 
the  slaughtering  hall  to  cool ; there  is  no  separate 
cooling  hall  provided. 

(3)  No  separate  gut  room. 
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(4)  No  accommodation  for  employees  or  Inspectoral 
StalT. 


(5)  No  hot  water  laid  on.  (An  old  copper  is  used  for 
the  sterilisation  of  knives,  etc.)

As  a result  of  representations  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
I"ood,  imi)roved  artificial  lighting  was  installed. 


General. 

The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  throughout  the  year 
has  been  as  good  as  it  is  possible  to  expect  under  these 
circumstances. 

However,  the  time  is  long  overdue  when  a new  Public 
Abattoir  is  needed,  equipped  with  all  the  essential  facilities, 
and  with  sufficient  room  to  extend,  so  that  the  present  area 
now  catered  for  can  be  increased. 

Bridgend  with  its  own  collecting  centre  and  a modern 
Abattoir,  could  easily  cater  for  four  or  five  times  its  present 
population,  so  far  as  the  slaughtering  of  livestock  for  human 
consumption  is  concerned. 

This  question  was  discussed  by  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee and  a meeting  was  arranged  with  the  Member  of 
Parliament  for  the;  Division.  A further  conference  of  Local 
Authorities  in  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Area  is  being  convened 
to  consider  the  question  of  a central  abattoir. 

Transport  of  Meat. 

The  metal-lined,  entirely  enclosed  type  of  vehicle  for  the 
delivery  of  meat  within  the  Urban  District,  which  was 
brought  into  use  during  the  year  1947,  has  proved  much  more 
satisfactory  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view. 

During  the  year  representations  were  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  to  increase  the  number  of  clothing  coupons 
for  the  use  of  personnel  employed  in  the  delivery  of  meat, 
in  order  that  sufficient  white  caps  and  washable  overalls 
could  be  made  available. 
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Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

This  Act  deals  with  the  humane  slaughtering  of  animals, 
and  also  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen  by  the  Tocal 
Authority. 

The  Council  extended  the  humane  method  of  slaughter- 
ing to  ewes,  wethers,  rams  and  lambs  in  accordance  with 
-Section  2 of  the  Act,  by  a resolution  passed  on  the  24th  Oct., 

41946. 

All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  Centralised  Slaughter- 
house are  rendered  insensible  to  pain  by  means  of  the 
“Captive  Bolt”  pistol. 

No  new  licences  were  granted  during  the  year. 

Thirteen  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  renewed. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods  Inspection  for  Year  1948. 

The  control  of  fat  stock  and  meat  put  into  operation  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  on  the  15th  January,  1940,  continued  during 
the  year.  The  Bridgend  Mart  is  established  as  a collecting- 
centre  of  livestock,  covering  a wide  area,  and  the  public  abattoir 
is  utilised  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  and  the  storage  and  dis- 
tribution of  all  home  killed  and  imported  meat  within  the  group 
area  of  Bridgend  Urban  and  parts  of  the  Penybont  Rural  Dis- 
tricts, and  on  occasions  for  the  slaughtering  of  surplus  animals 
for  distribution  to  other  areas. 

The  management  of  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  was  con- 
tinued under  a representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  the 
duties  of  meat  inspection  are  carried  out  exclusively  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspectors.  Slaughtering  was  in  operation  practically 
daily,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  a complete  inspection  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  A record  was  kept  of  all 
animals  and  all  carcases,  parts  of  carcases  and  offal  condemned. 
The  reasons  for  condemnation  were  classified  and  enumerated 
on  certificates  issued  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  their  instruc- 
tions as  to  treatment  and  disposal  of  condemned  meat  strictly 
complied  with. 


Cysticercus  Bovis. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a Circular  was  received 
legarding  the  inspection  of  carcases  and  organs  of  bovines 
for  the  detection  of  Cysticercus  Bovis 
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Cyslicercus  Hovis,  or  the  beef  bladder  worm,  is  the 
cystic  stage  of  a ta])e\vorm  which  may  be  transmitted  to  man 
by  the  consumption  of  infected  flesh  insufficiently  cooked, 
and,  until  recently,  this  disease  has  been  comparatively  rare 
in  this  country.  However,  a number  of  cases  have  been 
found  recently,  but  I am  pleased  to  re])ort  that  although  a 
detailed  inspection  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Bridgend 
Abattoir,  no  case  has  been  discovered.  Needless  to  say, 
this  has  necessitated  much  more  time  being  given  to  Meat 
Inspection.

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

During  the  year  11  Bovine  Carcases  were  sent  in  by  The

from  Generalised  Tuberculosis.

I have  experienced  little  difficulty  in  getting  limewashing 
of  walls,  cleansing  of  floors,  removal  of  garbage,  etc.,  carried 
out  by  verbal  instructions  given  during  inspection.

Fi»h-frying  Establishments. 

'I'here  were  eight  Fried  Fish  Shops  carrying  on  the 
trade  during  the  year.  Visits  were  made  periodically  to  all 
the  premises,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases,  the  conditions 
pvere  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  trade  is  now  being  carried  on  from  mobile  vans, 
and  whilst,  in  my  opinion,  registration  cannot  be  enforced, 
frequent  inspections  of  the  vehicles  are  made. 

In  addition,  the  premises  used  for  the  preparation  of  fish 
and  chipped  potatoes  are  registered  and  kept  under  constant 
supervision. 

One  result  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  these 
establishments  is  the  indiscriminate  manner  in  which  greasy 
papers  are  oftimes  strewn  about  public  highways. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  came  into  operation  on 
October  1st,  1939.  Under  this  Act  the  registration  of  all 
premises  used  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  or  sale  of 
ice-cream  and  preserved  foods  is  required  by  the  Local 
Authority.

The  occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises  within  the 
Urban  District  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these 
Regulations,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  I have  ex- 
perienced very  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  their  co-operation. 
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In  all  cases,  necessary  alterations  to  the  premises  were 
carried  out,  including  the  installation  of  sinks,  washing

During  the  year  22  samples  were  collected  and  submitted 
tor  analysis. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  7 samples  of 
water  from  various  town  suiijilies  (4  for  bacteriologieal 
examination  and  3 for  chemical  analysis)  were  collected  and 
submitted  to  the  County  laboratory  during  the  year.  In 
addition,  8 samples  of  Avater  from  the  Swdmming  Bath  (3  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  5 for  chemical  analysis)  were 
collected  and  submitted  for  analysis,  all  of  Avhich  proved 
satisfactory. 

There  are  three  .houses  in  the  towm  w^hich  at  present  are 
not  connected  to  the  Water  Board’s  mains,  one  of  which  has 
a rain  cA^ater  supply  and  the  other  tAA^)  draA\^  supplies  from 
a Avell.

Legislation  in  Force. 

1.  Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

2.  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Occupier,  or  where  there  is  no 
Occupier,  the  Owner  of  the  premises,  to  take  such  steps  as 
/^re  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  or  of  preventing 
infestation  of  rats  and  mice  on  their  premises  or  land. 

Rats  contaminate  and  destroy  food,  they  spread  dis- 
ease, and  do  untold  damage  to  property,  and  therefore  no 
infestation,  however  small  or  insignificant,  should  be  over- 
looked by  any  person,  but  the  matter  should  receive  the 
prompt  attention  of  the  occupier  with  the  sole  view  of 
eliminating  these  pests,  and  preventing  any  re-infestation 
of  the  property. 


RATS  AND  MICE. 

Circular  N.S.  19 — Rodent  Control  (Financial  Arrange- 
ments) for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1949,  was  adopted 
by  the  Council.  Under  this  circular  the  Council  agreed  to: — 

(a)  Maintain  an  adequate  organisation  for  effective 
rodent  control ; 

(b)  Comply  with  the  Ministry’s  appropriate  require- 
ments on  the  methods  to  be  employed ; 

(c)  Pay  special  attention  to  efficient  rodent  control  in 
sewers,  refuse  dumps,  refuse  destructors,  and  its 
other  public  service  properties; 

(d)  Take  effective  action  for  the  control  of  rats  and  mice 
in  all  surface  properties  to  which  directions  given 
under  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  apply. 

A Maintenance  Treatment  of  the  sewers  within  the 
Urban  District  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  a second 
treatment  will  be  completed  before  the  31st  March,  1949,  in 
order  to  rank  for  grant.  Hereunder  details  of  the  above-

In  my  oj'jinion,  this  service  is  beinj.^  ajijjrecijited  by 
occupiers  of  premises  in  the  Town,  who  are  now  co-0])eratin,i^^ 
to  a greater  degree  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  thai^P 
in  previous  years.

Occasionally  during  the  year,  tents  and  vans  stand  at 
“Cheapside”  for  a few  weeks,  and  pay  rent  to  the  ground- 
owners.  Sanitary  conveniences  and  a water  supply  are 
provided  on  the  site. 
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Public  Cleansing. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under 
the  direction  of  the  Surveyor.  The  system  is  the  same  as 
that  outlined  in  previous  reports,  namely,  that  of  collecting 
the  refuse  from  the  business  centres  and  hotels  daily,  and 
from  the  residential  parts  of  the  town  at  least  twice  weekly. 


Considerable  improvement  has  been  accomplished  with 
regard  to  the  deposit  of  refuse  upon  back  lanes  during  the 
year.  This  is  due  to  a large  extent  to  these  lanes  having 
been  made  up  and  re-conditioned. 


The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  “controlled  tipping”  in  a 
large  disused  quarry,  which  the  Council  acquired  by  com- 
pulsory purchase,  at  a cost  of  £406. 


The  present  position  with  regard  to  refuse  accommoda- 
tion cannot  be  regarded  as  being  satisfactory.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  miscellaneous  receptacles  are  used  for  the 
deposit  of  refuse  for  collection  by  the  cleansing  vehicles. 
Very  few  of  these  receptacles  have  covers,  and  apart  from 
their  unsightly  appearance,  the  contents  are  frequently 
scattered  on  the  surface  of  the  back  lanes  by  dogs.  Approxi- 
mately 25  per  cent,  of  the  premises  in  the  area  have  sanitary 
dustbins  in  use. 


I desire  to  express  my  thanks  foi  the  kind  assistance 
rendered  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  and  all  Officials. 

I also  wish  to  state  how  sincerely  1 appreciate  the  co- 
operation and  loyalty  of  Mr.  J.  D.  Jenkins,  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector.
